GOT LIFE TERM IN 
BUCKINGHAM FIRE

Ralph Pierson, who was zen- 
tenced to life imprisonment for 
murder in the Buckingham Hotel 
Annex fire of Dec. 5, 1927, in 
which seven persons lost their 
lives, was released on parole last 


July 8 and is living in Phoenix, 
Ariz., it became known 


Pierson, now 69 years old, was 
granted his liberty by the State’ 
Board of Probation and Parole 
after he had served eight years 
and 11 months of a life sentence 
in the Missouri penitentiary. The 
sentence was imposed following 
his third conviction on the murder 


charge, which grew oyt of an al- 
leged insurance conspiracy in the 
rig of the hotel, of which he 


yg hare first trial, in January 
1931, resulted in conviction and a 
sentence of death. This case and 
a subsequent conviction, in which 
life imprisonment was imposed, 
were reversed by the Missouri St- 
preme Court on findings of error. 
The third conviction was affirmed 
by the Supreme Court Aug. 17, 
1938, the date Pierson officially 
began serving the life sentence. 


David W. Bunker, director. of 
paroles under the board, said there 
was no feeling on the part of the 
board that Pierson. was innocent, 
in the consideration of a parole. 
Pierson was released because it 
was believed he was “excellent pa- 
role material,” Bunker said. 
While in the peniteritiary Pierson 
worked in the hospital and later 
was in charge of a prison farm 
co He is required to 
make a written report to the pa- 
role board monthly for the re- 
mainder of his life.

Several Seriously Injured 
at Francis Field—Uni- 
versity Officials Lay 
Crash to Soft Ground. 


Seventeen persons, most of them 
students, were injured when the 
east section of the north stands at 
Francis Field collapsed shortly 
after the start of the Washington 
University-Grinnell College foot- 
ball game this afternoon. 

Ambulances from University 


to St. Louis County Hospital, 
where several were reported in se- 
rious condition. 

Ushers estimated there were 500 
spectators in the section which 
collapsed. The accident occurred 
after Washington 
scored a touchdown and specta- 
tors had been stamping their feet. 
Women screamed as the stands 

n to settle, but there was no 
panic. Most of the injured walked 
to ambulances after being helped 


from the tangle of boards. 


Robert Ewing, a freshman stu- 


dent, who was sitting néar the 
lower section of the stands, told 
a reporter: “I felt the stands sway 
and then it seemed the peopel 
above were coming foriward. They 
sort of rode down with the stands. 
I did not realize at first what was 
happening.” Other occupants re- 
ported hearing a cracking noise 
in the stands just before the col- 


lapse, 


The stands, of portable type, 
were installed this year to replace 
old permanent stands torn down 
during the war. University offi- 
cials expressed the opinion that 
wet ground, resulting from the 
week’s steady rain, caused the 
stands to shift and fall.

U.N, ASSEMBLY UPHOLDS 
RIGHT OF WORLD COURT 
TO INTERPRET CHARTER 


NEW YORK, Nov. 15 (AP) 

HE United Nations General 
“@ Assembly approved yester- 

day resolutions envisioning 
a greater use by the U. N. and 
its organs of the International 
Court of Justice. 


First the delegates voted 
down, 87 to 6, a Polish amend- 
ment that the court is not com- 

nt to interpret the charter.

The Assembly then approved, 
46 to 6,a resolution recommend- 
ing that organs of the U. N.

He asserted the best war pre- 
ventive was to “think about it, 
talk about it and do something 
about it.” He urged maintenance 
of a strong and balanced fighting 
force. 

Theories that an atomic attack 
could win a war in 24 hours were 
false because “a virile nation, 
strongly armed and battling for a 
vital issue, is not going to quit 
while it can fight back,” Blandy 
said 


“Atomic power plants will find 
a hearty welcome awaiting them 
aboard ships of the fleet,” he said, 
“for, though we can replenish fuel 
at sea, the process is time con- 
suming and exposes the ships en- 
gaged to increased danger from 
submarine and surface attack. 
“Our own submarines, moreover, 
with atomic power drive will be 
freed from the present necessity 
to return frequently to the sur- 
face for charging batteries. With 
atomic drive, oxygen will be need- 
ed only for the crew, and a sup- 
ply ample for weeks of cruising 
down below can be carried.” 


ATOM EQUIPMENT 
EXPORT TIGHTENED 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15 (AP)— 
The Atomic Energy Commission 
today issued a new regulation re- 
= a specific commission li- 
cense for the export of equipment 
which may be used in atomic en- 
ergy research and production 
work. 

The commission said the regula- 
tion—requiradl by the Atomic En- 
ergy Act of 1946—will provide “ef- 
fective control” over the export of 
two specifie classes of equipment: 
Class 1: Facilities actually ca- 
pable of producing any fissionable 
material—for example, equipment 
such as nuclear reactors (“ piles“) 
in which plutonium is produced 
from normal unanium 238; and cy- 
clotrons and kindred equipment 
designed for “atom-smashing.” 

Class 2: Component parts of a 
Class 1 facility—including such 
things as radiation detection 
equipment and high vacuum ap- 
paratus. 

Up to now, a commission an- 
nouncement said, controls, have in- 
cluded the use of the powers of 
the Department of Commerce un- 
der the Export Control Act of 1940 
and of the Department of State. 

These will be continued, and the 
commission will “continue and ex- 
pand” its informal consultations 
with manufacturers concerning 
exports in which it is interested. 

The new regulation is effective 
Nov. 20. 


BUS SHOT UP IN PALESTINE, 
JEW IS REPORTED KILLED 


JERUSALEM, Nov. 15 (AP)— 
The casualty toll resulting from 
three days of bloody gunplay in 
Palestine mounted today to 16 
dead and 36 wounded. 

A 20-year-old Jew was reported 
killed last night when unidentified 
persons shot up a bus in Haifa. 
Emanuel Ben-Gurion, nephew of 
David Ben-Gurion, head of the 
Jewish Agency executive, was said 
to have been wounded. A Jew- 
ish witness said he believed the 
shots came from a military truck. 
Police informants said they were 
fired from a taxicab or private 
car. 

Earlier in the day two British 
soldiers were killed in Tel Aviv 
and two British policemen were 
shot to death in Jerusalem, Po- 
lice said they thought the gun- 
men were members of the Stern 
Gang, extremist Jewish under- 
ground group, engaging in re- 
prisals for a recent British raid 
in which five Jews were killed.

Cripps Begins New Duties. 
Meanwhile, Sir Stafford Cripps, 
known to his countrymen as “the 
apostle of austerity,” assumed al- 
most complete control of Britain’s 
entire economy, succeeding Hugh 
Dalton as Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer. An informant close to 
Prime Minister Attlee said Cripps 
could be expected to steer an or- 
thodox economic course for this 
burdened nation which would be 
farther to the right than that fol- 
lowed by Dalton. 

Dalton relinquished his post 
Thursday after apologizing to the 
House of Commons for an “indis- 
cretion” in prematurely disclosing 
budget information which was 
published in the London Star. 
John Lees Carvel, 52 years old, 
to whom Dalton gave his informa- 
tion, was withdrawn yesterday as 
Parliamentary correspondent for 
the Star “at his own request,” 
pending an investigation by a se- 
lect committee of Commons. It 
was expected that Dalton and Car- 
vel would be called before the com- 
mittee as the result of a Commons 
debate on the budget “leak” next 
week. 

Winston Churchill, opposition 
leader, intended to ask in Com- 
mons yesterday for action on a 
joint Conservative-Liberal motion 
demanding an inquiry, but he was 
caught in a traffic jam and will 
have to wait till Monday. 

Outlook fn Cripps’s Course. 
While the gloom over the Dal- 
ton incident deepened in Downing 
street, a Government source indi- 
cated that Dalton’s departure 
would solve several problems of 
basic economic policy not only for 
Prime Minister Attlee but also for 
Cripps. 

Since Cripps’s appointment as 
Minister of Economic Affairs Sept.

The 
warrant was issued by Coroner 
Walter Young on recommendation 
of the inquest jury, which, how- 
ever, found that Shelton was killed 
by unknown persons.

When a mandamus suit prevented Richard T. 
Carter from ‘taking his seat on the East St. 
Louis City Council, even though official returns 
showed his election, Mr. Carter said that he 
would attend meetings anyway and be fully 
ready to take his seat when the legal contro- 
versy was cleared up. The other day, Mr. Car- 
ter, who is a lawyer, had a case in Belleville, the 
county seat, at the time of council meeting and 
so did not attend. But Mayor Connors and the 
other members of the council were expecting 
him. They waited seven minutes for Mr. Carter 
before they decided he was not coming. 

The Connors machine intended no more than 
a courtesy, but they paid Mr. Carter a compli- 
ment as well. Even though he has no vote and 
can say nothing, except as any citizen might be 
heard if he cared to speak, Mr. Carter can be 
a most valuable citizen at these meetings. He 
symbolizes the decent people of East St. Louis, 
who rose up against machine rule and gave the 
Connors crowd more than the scare of its life. 

Until he takes his own seat, now held on a

-couragement which the lone non-machine mem- 
ber needs.

Convinced that good housing is good business, 
business men in a number of cities are sponsor 
ing large-scale housing. | 

In Allentown, Pa., 12 industries, the Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the Mayor’s housing com- 
mittee acquired 122 acres for a $4,000,000 de- 
velopment of 550 units. In Jamestown, N. Y., 
the Mayor’s committee and manufacturers’ as- 
sociation formed a non-profit corporation, raised 
$100,000 by the sale of debentures, and plans 
300 FHA-insured houses at $6500 each. 

Retail merchants in Brooklyn formed a lim- 
ited-dividend corporation in which each mem- 
ber pledged himself to take at least $2000 of 
stock; the rest of the money for a $10,000,000 
project will be sought on-FHA mortgage. Eight 
banks in Rochester, N. Y., have finished a 152- 
unit garden apartment development. These ex- 
amples and others were found by the National 
Association of Housing Officials in a survey of 
a few Eastern states. 

And St. Louis? Like Brooklyn, St. Louis has 
access to a highly advantageous limited-dividend

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The Santa Fe Loses 


It is not surprising that two examiners of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, in a report 
based on St. Louis hearings, have rejected the 
proposal that the Santa Fe be permitted to enter 
St. Louis. They do so on the broad grounds that 
additional rail service to the city would be 
wasteful and unwarrdnted and would be in- 
jurious to roads now providing comparable 
service. | 

As we said in an editorial of June 27, 1946, 
opposing the Santa Fe petition, the idea had 
much surface attractiveness, The Santa Fe is 
one of the finest of American railroads, and it 
is an old tradition of progressive citizenship 
that invites new corporations as creators of busi- 
ness and of payrolls. 

However, the city already has ample rail fa- 
cilities to the West. Even at wartime peak, the 
westward lines could have handled from 35 
to 50 per cent more freight than they did. 
If they should face a new and very powerful 
competitor, the Frisco, Rock Island, Missouri 
Pacific and the M-K-T—all of which have been 
in serious financial difficulty without such 
added competition — might again be in fiscal 
jeopardy, This is the reasoning which was ap- 
parent then and which has been adopted in the 
examiners’ report. 

It was beguiling to hear the Santa Fe argu- 
ment that, if it were permitted to enter St. 
Louis, our citizens could ride the Chief and 
Super-Chief to the Pacific Coast. Those are mar- 
velous trains, but their main sections would not 
have originated here. We would have had to 
join the main sections at Kansas City. If rail- 
road politics were set aside, the Santa Fe could 
give St. Louis this same service now by agree- 
ment with-St. Louis railroads. 

To oppose the Santa Fe's entrance was to 
expose oneself to the charge of harming the 
city’s interests. The effect, however, would be 
not to create a great deal of new transportation 
business, but to divide up a traffic that does 
not tax the existing rail facilities, and to do 
harm to roads which have served St. Louis for 
many years. There was a time when rail lines 
were a matter of life and death to American 
communities, but long ago the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission began to be worried about 


duplication in rail transportation. It drew up a. 


plan for rail consolidation to avoid duplication 
and waste. The report of the examiners is in 
line with this thinking. 

Since examiners’ reports are usually accepted 
by the Commission, it can be assumed that the 
Santa Fe matter is now dead. The St. Louis 
lines have won a victory important for them- 
selves. Let them now—to soften the disappoint- 


ment of many St. Louisans—redouble their ef- 
forts to give. St. Louis the best rail service in 


their power. , 
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Question For Fulton Lewis Jr. 


" Radio Commentator Fulton Lewis Jr., a mod- 
ern Peter the Hermit, has launched a new eru- 
sade. Lewis complained to the House Ways and 
Means Committee that a rural electric co- 
operative expanded its assets from $8,000,000 
to $11,500,000 by withholding a part of the 
members’ savings. He contends that such 
savings should be subject to income tax. , 

However, the savings are not the co-op’s 
property but a fund of overcharges. If they are 
reinvested in the co-op, doing so gives members 
pro rata shares in a property of increased value. 
Mutual life insurance dividends are the same 
kind of savings, and policyholders usually can 
elect to take them in additional insurance.

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Confusion Over Airliner Accidents 


During his two years as chairman of the 
Civil Aeronautics Board, James M. Landis, long 
a holder of various New Deal posts, has made 
some seemingly contradictory remarks about 
American aviation in general. 

Soon after President Truman appointed him 
to the CAB, Landis told the National Aviation 
Clinic that he suspected there was too much 
haste in air transport schedules: and possibly 
even in maintenance of equipment. And in re- 
gard to the aviation manufacturing industry, he 
asserted a few months ago that there was an 
inclination to cut off more of the wing and 
stick on more of the motor.” 

But last March, in an article he wrote for 
the New York Times, he defended the safety 
record of American commercial aviation and 
took a swing at the American press for “unwar- 
ranted sensationalism.” In one paragraph, he 
wrote: “However, man is a creature of news- 
print. Spread enough scary black print in front 
of him, flavor with a mystification of aero- 
dynamics, season with some unintelligible tech- 
nological phraseology like GCA, ILS, VHF, 
FIDO and you have a thoroughly confused cit- 
nen.“ 

Around that time there had been accidents in 
which pilot failure, weather and mountains had 
played a part. Possibly there was a little over- 
emphasis on radar for guiding planes to zero- 
zero landings and enabling pilots to see moun- 
tains ahead despite storm and dark of night. 
And it may be admitted that very high fre- 
queney radio also is mystifying to some persons. 

But as to stories about fires in planes, they 
have been very simple in their stark details. 
The mystery has been confined to how the fires 
broke out. The “thoroughly confused citizen” is 
in that stage now because he does not know 
how the blame should be allocated among the 
CAB, the air lines and the aviation industry.

Yardstick for a President 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Crisis years lie ahead, with the President a key in the outcome; 
Columbia University historian lists qualities he will need to cope 
with task; they include ability to lead people, party and Congress, 
courage, intuitive understanding and sense of his high purpose.

The next five years are going to be crit- 
ical. As the problems will be primarily 
in foreign affairs, the President will be the 
key figure. It is pertinent, then, to ask 
what qualities, will be required for success- 
ful administration of the presidential of- 
fice. 


The most obvious is executive leadership. 
This quality every one of our great Presi- 
dents has possessed, in varying degrees. 


Whom is the President to lead, and 
where is he to lead? First, public opinion. 
There is no formula, but one generalization 
can be made with confidence. Every Presi- 
dent who has successfully rallied the public 
behind his policies has done so by espous- 
ing the cause of liberalism and democracy, 


Each identified himself with some major 
popular issue: Jefferson with agrarian de- 
mocracy; Jackson with the war on the 
“monster” bank; Lincoln with ‘the survival 
of the Union and later—and more hesitat- 
ingly—with the abolition of slavery; Theo- 
dore Roosevelt with Progressivism; Wilson 
with the crusade to make first America, 
then the world itself, safe for democracy; 
Franklin Roosevelt with a New Deal and 
when that had been achieved, with the sur- 
vival of liberty in the modern world. With- 
out a cause—a cause that touches the 
imagination and fires the spirit of the pub- 


, lic—leadership will be frustrated. 


Have Control, or Fail 


The second task is leadership of party. 
Presidents who, with the best will and the 
best talents, fail to control their own party 
are failures. : 

Third, the President must lead Congress. 
This, to be sure, is more easily said than 
done. It is chiefly, but not entirely, a 
matter of party control. 
—-Cleveland, for example, and Hoover— 
have been unable to lead Congress even 
with a party majority; others have, for 
limited purposes, been able to overccme 
the handicap of a minority party following 
in Congress, 

Fourth, and most important for the next 
four years, the President must be a leader 
in world affairs. He not only guides for- 
eign policy; he must initiate it and formu- 
late it. All of our strong Presidents have 
taken responsibility in foreign relations as 
a matter of course, 

He should know what can be expected of 
the American people, how they will react 
to a crisis, how they can be appealed to. 


must set his own sights, not allow them*to 
He should have some 


He should be able to distinguish spurious 
from genuine Americanism. He should 


know that the great tradition in American 


history has been not free enterprise but 
free men. 


Another necessary quality is the ele- 


mentary one of courage—and all of our 


great Presidents have had it—even Jeffer- 
son, who was accused of timidity. 


There are other qualities equally impor- 
tant. One of these is flexibility united 
with firmness. It can better be illustrated 
than described. Some of our strong Presi- 
dents have lacked it—Wilson, most notably, 
and Cleveland. Both had firmness, but it 
was a brittle firmness; neither had flexibil- 
ity, neither knew when to make conces- 
sions. 


Of all our Presidents, Lincoln possessed. 


this quality most fully. It is what 
critics call opportunism; it is what Roose- 


velt called the quarterback technique. It < 


is a statesmanship that adapts itself to 
realities, that makes compromises on means 
in order to gain ends, that makes conces- 
sions to persons in order to preserve prin- 
ciples. 3 


Psychological Sixth Sense 


Closely related with this quality is «a 
quality which.can only be called sagacity, 
almost a sixth sense. It involves an un- 
derstanding of psychology. It is an appre- 
ciation of what is possible rather than 
what is ideal, of what can be done rather 
than what should be done, of the forces 
and factors that move men as individuals 
and in the mass. 


Finally, a great President must have 
imagination and vision... He must avoid 
getting lost in details, distracted by petty 
quarrels, caught up in trivial issues. He 
to ultimate issues. He 


be set by others. 
larger plan, some ultimate goal—in domes- . 
tic affairs, perhaps, the restoration of nat- 
ural resourcés, the improvement of public 
health and education, the development of 
real rather than merely theoretical equal- 
ity; in foreign affairs the restoration of 
world economy, the development of back- 
ward nations, the triumph of peace and in- 
ternational order. 


He must know what is ideal as well as 
what is practical, and not fear to press for 
the ideal. He must have faith in his own 
people and in the ultimate victory of the 
things that he and they believe in. 


What Price Patriotism?

New York and Ohio joined the parade 
of those which have approved bonuses for 
men and women who served in the recent 
war. Earlier, seven other states had au- 
thorized the handouts, while six more have 
scheduled referenda next year. 

It is impossible to see any moral or 
logical excuse for state bonuses. When 
dealing with foreign nations and in time 
of war the Federal Government demands 
and gets our primary allegiance. The role 
of the states is of secondary importance. 

If there be any reasoning by which to 
justify a war bonus, it would support a 
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federal rather than a state payment. But 
perhaps this is the strategic time, in the 
view of bonus-seekers, to make their ap- 
peals to the states, pending a suitable op- 
portunity to make a similar claim against 
Washington. In the event of a depression, 
some such assault is almost a certainty. 

With the possible exception of Vermont, 


‘which paid her bonus entirely out of avail- 


able funda, it appears that the generous 
states have permitted sentimentalism to 
interfere with the businesslike functioning 
of government. There is no justification 
for state bonuses to veterans. The Govern- 
ment has been generous to them already.

The signing job was completed 
at a brief initial meeting of the 
new board, elected by the union's 
eleventh convention. Compliance 
will save 135 election cases pend- 
ing before the NLRB and give the 
UAW an equal standing with AFL 
and independent unions in organ- 
ling drives. 

The board gave the union until 
next week to comply in order that 
its convention could decide wheth- 
er to meet this requirement.

Dewey is the ,“unannounced” 
candidate for renomination by the 
Republicans next June, and has 
been extremely cautious in his po- 
litical. utterances, even while con- 
ducting an underground campaign 
for delegates.

convinced her that immediate aid 
is necessary.

A highly ‘industrialised German 
state, stripped of its war-making 
potential, is necessary for the - 
nomic recovery of Europe, Louis 
P. Lochner, Pulitzer prize-win- 
ning author and former chief of 
the Berlin bureau of the Associat- 
ed Press, said here last night. He 
spoke at Concordia Seminary, 
Clayton,

which are needed to produce ma- 
terials essential to reviving Euro- 
pean agriculture, just because 
these materials can be used in 


the manufacture of gunpowder 
when there are no ns in Ger- 
many?” he asked. destroy 
auxiliary naval ve which 
could be used in commerce, when 
Germany does nt possess a 
Navy?“ 

It is time the United States 
abandoned its negative policy of 
punitive measures, such as demil- 
itarization, and pursued a cura- 
tive program of re-education, 
Lochner said. Another step in a 
program to make Germany self- 
sufficient is the encouragement of 
those political parties which are 
the outgrowth of the resistance 
movement under Hitler. 

“We have taken sovereignty 
away from the people, and no 
German has a political will of his 
own,” he said, “Therefore, the 
responsibility for all mistakes in 
Germany is the responsibility of 
the victors.”

The report also described these

One relief recipient bought a 
piece of land for $500 and spent 
an additional $200 for travel while 
the city was paying his hotel bill. 

Another family which refused 
to consider living quarters “below 
the Forest Hills level” was permit- 
ted to continue living in a hotel, 

One pair with two children lived 
in a hotel for six months although 
the husband and wife were de- 
scribed as habitual drunkards and 
were not considered “fit parents.” 

A hotel employe, his wife and 
four children received relief for 
three months although a doctor 
had told him he was sufficiently 
recovered from an illness to re- 
turn to work. The husband was 
receiving a $127 a month Canadian 
veterans’ pension check while on 
the rolls. On May 5 his case was 
closed, after he had moved to 
Connecticut where, according to 
the hotel manager, he had bought 
a $2000 farm. : 
family moved from 
Pittsburgh to New York and, after 
one month in a hotel with welfare 
aseistance, bought a car. 

Another car-buying case in- 
volved a man who took his family 
of six to Albany, N.Y., on relief 
money and then returned and 
lived in a hotel five and one-half 
months while on relief rolls.

The communique of the Paris 
Communist committee began: 
The Ramadier Government, on 
orders from American capitalists, 
have just struck a real blow at 
the people of Paris.” The commit- 
tee said consumers’ “action com- 
mittees” would have the “active 
support of the workers in trans- 
port, gas and electricity indus- 
tries.” It was not clear whether 
that foreshadowed more strikes, 

The Government promulgated a 
decree, approved by the cabinet 
yesterday, providing for punish- 
ment of civil employes guilty of 
laxity in handling the recent riot- 
ing in Marseille, the nation’s sec- 
ond largest city. Two companies

Marseille itself was calm, but its 
industrial sectors were 80 per cent 
idle as more than 50,000 workers 
stayed away from their jobs in the 
Communist - led protest strikes 
against actions of the De Gaullist 
city administration.

Moscow Press Calls Disorders & 
Drive Against Fascism, 


MOSCOW, Nov. 15 (UP) — The 
Moscow press today termed the crras

N experienced hunter is known 
A» the way he shoots and 

dresses his game. He and his 
cook should strive to turn out 
every bit of valuable bagged game 
into delicious food. This means 
shooting the animal to kill it in- 
stantly so as little of the flesh 
will have shot and bloodshot areas 
which must be cut out and wasted. 


Fur animals should be skinned 
so as to prevent hair from cling- 
ing to the meat and also to re- 
move the surface fat and the 
scent glands that are generally 
concealed under the fat. These 
glands or kernels vary in color 
through brown, yellow and red, 
and from oval to round shape, 
The fat and glands are respon- 
sible for the strong gamey flavor 
of deer, elk, bear, coon, muskrats 
and even squirrel and rabbit. It 
is especially important not to cut 
into these glands. They are usu- 
ally located under the forelegs, in 
the thighs, or in the small of the 
back and I believe their removal 
is the most important step any 
hunter ever took to make his 
game as popular in the eating as 
it is in the taking.

NEW YORK, Nov. 15. 


NYONE who has ever taken 
A a trip to some of our national 

parks cannot fail to recognize 
their value to our nation, In the 
first place, they preserve areas of 
timberland which are important 
to our water supply. They give 
protection to wild-life of all kinds. 
And they furnish a vacation land 
for people of this country such as 
is not found in other parts of the 
world. 

Their educational value is great, 
particularly for our young people, 
since here they have an oppor- 
tunity to learn so much from 
trained men who understand the 
need for youth to know something 
of nature.

OVER THE YEARS, the Na- 
tional Parks Association has been 
drawing together the people who 
appreciate all these phases of our 
national parks system, and it has 
led in the defense of this system 
wherever personal interests have 
sought to destroy it. On June 20, 
1947, after years of struggle to 
save the Everglades of Florida, 
that area became a national park, 
But where we count one victory, 
we find ourselves with attacks 
on the system coming from many 
sides, 

Seven bills are before Congress, 
having as a purpose removal of 
the greater part of the “rain 
forests”. from the Olympic Na- 
tional Park in the state of Wash- 
ington. Of course, these bills are 
promoted by local lumber inter- 
ests, and tempting reasons are 
given as to why this should be 
done. The basic reason against 
it is that it would set a precedent 
for allowing loggers to take over 
portions of our primeval forests 
in other park areas. We have too 
few of these left. Proper care of 
course, should be taken to guard 
all of these forests and to develop 
them, but commercial interests are 
not the ones to entrust with this 
care. ‘ 

In the west, there is ever- 
increasing pressure brought by 
livestock interests to take over 
land now adriinistered under our 
conservation policy. Specifically, 
there is an attempt to abolish the 
Jackson Hole national monument 
in Wyoming. The aim is first to 
turn such lands over to the states, 
and then pressure would be 
brought upon the states to turn 
them over to the stock men. The 
attack is made on national for- 
ests, national parks and monu- 
ments and grazing lands. If suc- 
cessful, it would set back our 
whole conservation gains made in 
the past decade.

THESE ATTACKS on conserva- 
tion are short-sighted. The very 
interests who believe they would 
gain would lose in the end. But 
conservation is no different from 
any other situation in which per- 
sonal interests are involved. As 
individuals we are so likely to see 
only the immediate results and not 
to realize what will Lappen to us 
in the long run, 

In a wider field this is the way 
many of us look on the rehabilita- 
tion program for war-torn coun- 
tries. If our farmers can get a 
bigger price for wheat at the mo- 
ment through a program to feed 
Europe instead of rehabilitating 
countries so they can feed them- 
selves, our farm associations are 
likely to be against the shipping of 
farm machinery or fertilizer or 
seed, and to want to keep these 
things for themselves so that they 
can make a greater temporary 
profit. Again a short-sighted point 
of view, for in the end a Europe 
or an Asia that can buy from us 
will be of more value to our farm- 
ers than one that must receive re- 
lief from us. 


How to Keep 
Balance in 


Your Life

VERY individual sits on a 
four-legged chair, psychologi- 
cally speaking, If it lacks a leg 
or two, he won’t sit comfortably. 

Mrs. Q. is in that position. “I've 
been married eight. years,” she re- 
lates, “I can never seem to kee 
myself quite comfortable, If 
work hard to keep my home go- 
ing, I find I’m neglecting my rec- 
reational life; or perhaps my 
health begins to suffer. How can 
I keep my balance?” 

There’s no easy way to do it, 
Mrs. Q., but one thing that will 
make it easier is to analyze your 
case and see where the weight 
needs to be distributed so you can 
maintain your equilibrium. 

You're sitting in a four-legged 
chair. The legs are (1) your health, 
(2) your job as a home-maker, 
(3) your marriage as a personal 
relationship, {nd §4) your social 
and recreational life, — your 
friends, your hobbies, your com- 
munity activities.

IF ONE ot these legs is missing, 
you're going to have to make an 
effort, in order to keep your bal- 
ance. If the legs are all present, 
but one is shorter than the others, 
you'll not sit comfortably, You'll 
have to prop it up. 

Some people try to achieve the 
feat of sitting for years in a chair 
with only one leg! Probably it's 
their job. They neglect their 
health and social life; neglect 
their marriage or very likely have 
none; they hang on to the job. 
They have a continuous struggle 
to maintain any sort of an ad- 
justment in life. 
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OTHERS KEEP shifting their 
weight, and I judge from what 
that you have been doing 
ou cut a piece off the 
(marriage) leg. Then you're un- 
steady, so you patch that up with 
a piece you cut off from the 
recreational leg. You're still be- 
coming seasick from rocking, so 
you cut the job—your work as a 
home-maker. Pretty soon you find 
your health suffering. 

Plan your life a little more sys- 
tematically. Try to distribute your 
time and energy a little more 
equally in these four directions. 
Don't give any one of them so 
much that you'll have to rob one 
of the others. Tou'li keep your 
seat much more comfortably, and 
be a better fellow-traveler, if you 
prepare for a long journey in this 
way.
